Britt Gives 


Reasons 


ForG rowing Soybeans 


Replies to why farmers 
grow certain crops or raise 
certain Hvestock are al- 
Ways interesting, 

When asked why he 
Srows s0ybeans, Frank 
Britt of Coffee County gave 
an answer which is a little 
different from the regular 
one, 

“T grow soybeans be- 
cause it’s something to fol- 
low oats,’’ replied the En- 
terprise, Route 1 farmer, 
After further questioning, 
Britt explained that he 
grows these two crops on 
the same land each year, 

“IT wouldn’t think of 
growing either one of these 
by themselves,’’ said Britt, 
“but jointly I believe the 
two will pay more per acre 
than corn, 

The two-crop system 
works like this; Britt har- 
vests about 40 acres of 
Oats around the first of 
June. Immediately, he pre- 
pares the land and plants 
soybeans, After soybeans 
are combined in the fall, 
he gets the land ready and 
plants oats, which are com- 
bined in May, 

This Wiregrass farmer 
likes these two crops es- 
pecially because he can 
produce and harvest them 
with mechanical equip- 
ment. ‘*I can grow amd har- 
vest them myself,’”’ Britt 
says, “‘No chopping or hand 
hoeing is necessary. I only 
plow them twice,’’ 

Britt has another reason 
for growing oats. ‘‘Since I 
grow out about 4,000 pul- 


lets each year, I need 
Oats to feed them,’ ex- 
plains Britt. ‘‘From the 


time pullets are nine weeks 
old until they are 23 weeks 
old, about one half of their 
feed is oats, 

Looking further, soy- 
beans and oats fit into 
Britt’s total farming pro- 
gram just like pieces ina 
puzzle-each having it’s 
own purpose instead of 
place, 

Not only dothe oats sup- 
ply grazing for his beef 
cattle during the winter, 
but both crops provide work 
for his equipment and la- 
bor force more days of the 
year. “‘If Britt didn’t have 
these two crops,”’ explains 
County Agent Tom Casa- 
day, “‘his combine, used 
for other crops, would be 
idle sitting under a shed 
at the time when he now 
uses it for harvesting oats 
and soOybeans.”” Casaday

farmers are now facing, 


Chis is what Britt is do- 
ing. He is combing oats 
and soybeans with other 


phases of his program-- 
peanuts, hogs and beef cat- 
tle---to better use his farm 
resources, 


Finely Ground 
Most Effective 
Type Of Lime 


Tom Casaday, County 
Agent in Coffee County, 
says that to be effective, 
lime must be finely ground. 

“Coarse limestone is 
not effective in correcting 
acid soils, nor in supply- 
ing needed lime to growing 
plants, 

Finely ground limestone 
is considerably more sol- 
uble and thus more 
effective in correcting soil 
acidity than coarse lime- 
stone,”’ 

Casaday states that 
“‘fine-limestone’’--a lime 
material of which 90 per 
cent will pass through a 10- 
mesh screen and 50 per 
cent through a 60-mesh 
screen-~is satisfactory for 
all liming purposes. 

**Some of the lime sold 
in the past,’’ says the agent, 
“has been too coarse for 
best results, Insist on a 
finely ground lime that will 
benefit your soil and crop,”’ 

It will pay you to make 
a soil test now to get lime 
needs and apply before 
winter rains start. Alllime 
dealers in the county are 
ready and able to deliver 
lime now.
